Captain Crosson was a member of 
the Marine Corps for thirty-eight 
years, having served in the Spanish-

During the World War he was pur- 
chasing agent at the Marine Depot of 
Supplies, Washington. A resident of 
Narberth for the past nine years, he 
was a member of the American Leg- 
ion, and an active supporter of com- 
munity affairs. 

He suffered a stroke a year ago, 
after the tragic death of his daugh- 
ter.

Captain Crosson is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Jane Morris Crosson, and 
three daughters, Mrs. Lusher, Miss 
Certrude Crosson and Mother Mary 
Hernice, a nun of the Convent of the 
Holy Child, Sharon Hill. 



John H. Jefferies, Jr., of Arlington 
road, Penn Valley, a star on the Nar- 
berth baseball team for over a dozen 
years, has been selected as head coach 
for the Princeton 'Varsity baseball 
team next spring, it was announced 
this week by T. J. Davis, supervisor 
of sports at Princeton University. 

Mr. Jefferies, who was a member of 
the Class of 1923 at Princeton, has 
been coaching since his graduation. 
He attended the Narberth Public 
School, Haverford School and Ped- 
dle School. 

While a Princeton undergraduate 
Mr. Jefferies captained the baseball 
and basketball teams. The nine un- 
der his leadership established the best 
record of any Princeton team since 
1901, winning 19 straight games, and 
ending the season with a record of 22 
victories to four defeats. 

For the past eight years he has 
coached the freshman basketball team 
and, since 1925, has been assistant 
'varsity coach as well. He has been 
assistant baseball coach, working un- 
der Harry Hooper for the last two 
years. Since 1928 he has been an as- 
sistant coach of intramural football, 
and last fall assisted in training the 
150-pound team. He has also coached 
at several preparatory schools. At 
Swarthmore Prep he coached football 
three years and baseball two years; at 
Hill he coached basketball and helped 
with the baseball squad one year; he 
was baseball coach at Hun for one 
year. 

In addition to these years of coach- 
ing, Mr. Jefferies is further qualified 
iiy minor league and semi-pro base- 
ball experience. In 1924 he played 
with the Reading club of the Interna- 
tional League and the New Haven 
club of the Eastern League. 

Mr. Jefferies has lived in Narberth 
practically all his life until moving 
into his Penn Valley home recently. 
His first instruction in basketball was 
received from Dr. Romaine C. Hoff- 
man, in the old Narberth Y. M. C. A. 
He married a Narberth girl. Miss 
Martha Martin, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. H. G. Martin, of Wayne ave- 
nue.

Albert L. Lambert, of 612 Shady 
lane, Narberth, and Allan- R. Day, of 
29 Wellington road, Ardmore, are two 
Main Line inventors who have been 
granted patents by the United States 
Patent Office. 

The Ardmore man won a patent on 
a catalyst for vapor phase oxidation 
of organic compounds. As the tech- 
nician describes it, the new production 
comprises ^'metallic silver with the 
addition of a small amount of a rare 
earth oxide." 

Lambert's patent is on an air cool- 
ing cabinet in connection with a meth- 
od for preventing condensation of 
moisture on the cabinet. The method 
is explained as "passing the air to be 
cooled over the inner surfaces of the 
walls and maintaining such tempera- 
ture for the stratum of air next to 
said walls that the temperature of 
the outer surfaces of the outer walls 
is above the condensation point of the 
outside air."

Eighth Grade Pupils, Retained at Borough 

School, to Have Strengthened Program 



When the Narberth Public Schools 
open for the Fall term on Wednesday, 
September 7, the Eighth Grade pupils 
will again report to the Borough 
School. 

Last March a petition was filed with 
the Narberth School Board by a Citi- 
zens* Committee, representing parents 
of pupils and residents recommending 
that "if humanly possible" the Eighth 
Grade be sent back to Lower Merion 
Junior High School. 

At its April meeting, when the Bud- 
get for the year 1932-33 was adopted, 
the Board decided to retain the Eighth 
Grade at Narberth. In a statement 
issued at the time the Board said 
financial difficulties made it entirely 
impracticable at that time and that 
the tax rate would have to be in- 



creased two mills or $2.50 per capita, 
which was felt to be unwise. 

"The Narberth School program," 
it read, "will include every essential 
element in the Lower Merion program 
for this grade and will be strength- 
ened at certain points to bring it even 
above its present satisfactory level." 

At its May meeting the Narberth 
Board provided for the better organi- 
zation of the Junior High School work 
by consolidating all English work in 
the higher grades in charges of Miss 
Jeanetto Dell, a graduate of Swarth- 
more College, who received her mas- 
ter's degree in English at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania last June. 
Miss Dell has taught at Jefferson, 
N. J., at the Wyncroft School in Potts-

Narberth and Bala-Cynwyd are re- 
ported to be on a list of new post 
oflices, authorized by Congi'ess, on 
which construction may begin before 
next Spring. According to reports 
•1^00,000 has been appropriated for 
<'ach. 

Neither Postmasters J. Bertram 
Nesper, of Narberth, nor Joseph F. 
Dolan, of Bala-Cynwyd, credit the 
rumors of governmental appropria- 
tions with much authenticity. 

The Narberth Post Office building 
was built in 1928 by Joseph P. White 
and leased to the government for six 
years, leaving a year and a half to 
run. At Bala-Cynv^yd the post oflSce 
building, formerly owned by the Mer- 
ion Title and Trust Company, now 
in the hands of the State Secretary of 
Banking, is under a lease which ex- 
pires April 1, 1934. 

It has been rumored in Cynwyd 
that the government might buy the 
building and remodel the structure, 
making it all a postal building, in- 
stead of half, as at present. 

It is reported that the inter-depart- 
mental committee of U. S. Treasury 
officials will decide shortly which of 
the 233 post office buildings through- 
out the country will be started first. 

Both Mr. Nesper and Mr. Dolan 
state that they have received no offi- 
cial word about plans for new postal 
buildings. 

Ardmore and Haverford are other 
Main Line communities said to be on 
the list for new post office.s. Postmas- 
ter Joseph M. Baltz, of Ardmore, de- 
nies that there is anything to rumors 
for a new Ardmore Post Office.

Seven cases were reported by the 
Lower Merion Board of Health last 
week, resulting in the death of Joseph 
Waters, aged 5, 23 E. Spring avenue, 
Ardmore, and Cecelia Regelman, aged 
4, 1053 Markee Terrace, Bryn Mawr. 
The new Narberth case, James 
Brannen, eight-year-old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. L. V. Brannen, 227 Price 
avenue, was discovercl last Friday 
and sent to the Graduate Hospital, 
Philadelphia, for observation. Ex- 
amination by the child's physician, 
Dr. Howard Carpenter, head of the 
Children's Hospital, confirmed the 
diagnosis. He Avas given serum and 
a blood transfusion and is roport<»d 
to be getting along well. The boy is 
a student at Waldron Academy, Mer- 
ion, 

The new case to develop in Lower 
Merion, John Newcomb. aged 10, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Robert E. Newcomb, 
of 3'10 Bala avenue, Cynwyd, was dis- 
covered on Tuesday. He is being 
kept under observation and treatment 
at his home. He attends the Cynwyd 
School. 

Throe previous cases have been re- 
ported in Narberth, all of v/hich were 
sent to Bryn Mawr Hospital, and re- 
ported fully recovered. A quarantine 
established in the Borough by the 
Narberth Board of Health, was lifted 
July 30. 

In a statement issued yesterday the 
Lower Merion Board of Health out- 
lined precautions which should be ob- 
served. It reads; 

"More than the usual care should 
he exercised to maintain the best of 
health. Children, especially, should 
avoid places of amusement or crowds. 
It is safer to avoid church schools 
also, although the danger there is less 
than in amusement halls, as children 
almost invariably go to Sunday 
School in their best bib and tucker 
and after a good scrubbing. 

"Avoid swimming pools and pollut- 
ed streams, unless you are certain 
they are under supervision of the 
State and your local Board. 

"Live out-doors as much as possi- 
ble, avoid over-fatigue, be temperate 
in all things. 

"The local Board immediately con- 
sulted with the State Health Depart- 
ment when the first increase of cases 
was reportisd and physicians were 
notified. Our people should also feel 
added confidence in the watchfulness 
of the Board when they remember 
that Dr. .John H. Kolmer is consult- 
ant to the Board, ready at all times 
to give his advice and help in every 
condition requiring special care. Dr. 
Kolmer is an expert of National repu- 
tation in conditions of this kind, 

"The disease is not epidemic in 
Lower Merion or in Philadelphia. 
There is no reason for fear, even 
though there is every reason for 
watchfulness and the exercise of ev- 
ery precaution."

I have always had it in my mind to 
hunt for it, but never had got around 
to it before. A few days ago I went 
down the railroad to where South Sta- 
tion used to be and hunted for an old 
and overgrown road that once ran 
east, around the mountain and out to- 
ward the county-seat. I found it and 
also a few orange milkweeds." Ter- 
rence smoked a while in silence, until 
his thoughts, running on submerged 
from the point where he had stopped, 
eame to the surface again with the 
statement that on the previous Mon- 
day he had gone over into Wilcox's 
Hollow and beyond and gathered an 
armful of lavendar balm which, bot- 
anist that he is, he called "monarda 
festulosa," as Linnaeus had before 
him. When The Vagrant inquired 
what he did on days when long walks 
were impossible, Terrence replied, 
'*Just now I am reading Ivanhoe and 
I suppose that by the next time you 
see me I shall probably have gone 
back as far as the Rollo books.*' 

Lights Out 

Reading Thoreau one sultry evening 
last week, The Vagrant was greatly 
impressed and wished that he, too, 
might simplify his living to the bar- 
est essentials and then go and occupy 
a cabin on some Walden Pond. Of 
course, he thought, Thoreau was not 
married, but there is nothing in his 
precepts and experiences which would 
(irevent a married couple from adopt- 
ing his method of life. Certainly, 
The Vagrant could not inhabit a cabin 
and provide seperate support for La 
Vagrante; nor, as a matter of fact, 
would she consent to any such ar- 
rangement; obviously, she would have 
to be included. A contemplation ol 
thai decision immediately revealed 
that in the cabin she would contrib- 
ute greatly to the comfort and sup- 
port of The Vagrant which would be 
fine, but would it be Thoreaucratic, 
if that is the proper adjective? Float- 
ing through The Vagrant's mind were 
visions of the spring return of the 
birds and the flowers; of summer sun- 
rises, viewed from a boat on the pond; 
of winter days and evenings snug and 
undisturbed in the warm cabin. Out- 
side a storm gathered and broke with 
thunderous fury, lashing the trees and 
raging through the open windows 
which La Vagrante dashed wildly to 
close. Then the electric lights went 
out. Candles were substituted, but 
even a battery of six on the table pro- 
vided inadequate light for the further 
perusal of Thoreau, and their com- 
bined heat was uncomfortable. An 
unpleasant hour passed with normal 
evening pursuits completely disorgan- 
ized. There was some desultory con- 
versation which languished because 
The Vagrant's mind centered solely 
on the electrical failure. He grew 
irritable, resolved to write to the Pub- 
lic Servic? Commission, Governor Pin- 
chot or somebody. Then he telephon- 
ed the Light Company and learned 
that a falling tree had broken the 
wires — certainly an act of God for 
which no human failure could be 
Mamed. Grumpily he went to bed by 
the light of one primitive candle and 
it was not until he lay there in the 
voluntary and pleasant darkness that 
his thoughts returned to the cabin at 
Walden Pond and he realized that his 
life could not be so simplified. He had 
just demonstrated to anyone who car- 
ed to observe that electric lights and, 
for all he knew, the rest of the mod- 
ern conveniences were indispensable 
to his existence — a fact which La Va- 
grante, displaying that omniscience 
which all women affect toward their 
husbands, said she had known all 
along.

The Literary Inquest

**Faraway," by J. B. Priestley. 
(Harper. $2.75. Pub. July 29.) 

J. B, Priestley lives in constant fear 
that people will discover him to be a 
sentimentailst. As a smoke screen, 
iiG growls in ugly fashion at review- 
ers who compare him with Dickens. 
Actually, Priestley is a paradox; a sen- 
timentalist who is unable to find any 
pattern in life. These two conflicting 
factors combine to produce a slightly 
uneven effect in his books. The first 
instance of this conflict appeared in 
'*The Good Companions," wnen Priest- 
ley refused to be consistent with the 
romantic tone of the book by giving 
all his characters their heai'ts' de- 
sire in the final chapter. His next 
novel, "Angel Pavement," emphasized 
Ids morbid belief that life is a puzzle 
without a key, yet his sentimental 
views managed to creep into the book 
lo give the reader a false impression 
that the book would end happily. So 
in *'Faraway," which returns some- 
what to the mood of "The Good Com- 
panions," there is a change halfway 
through the book from romance to 
cold reality. 

William Dursley, the hero of "Far- 
away," had drifted quietly through his 
forty years of life, contented with his 
modest malting business in Suffolk, 
England, and with a game at "pieces" 
of an evening with the Grammar 
School mathematics professor. Only 
a dashing chess technique indicated 
that romance slumbered in William 
Diir ley's nature. Then life rushed 
in, shook him awake and hustled him 
otf to the South Seas in search of 
Faraway Island, whose secret he had 
learned from a dying uncle. His part- 
ners in the venture — Commodore Ivy- 
bridge, Ramsbottom and P. T. Riley — 
are the lineal heirs of the entrancing 
ciiaracters in "The Good Compan- 
ions." The placid batchelor is whirl- 
ed over to New York, across to San 
Francisco (where he falls in love 
with the fascinating Terry), and 
down to Tahiti. Here, after a rain- 
Ijow-hued interval, life begins to show 
its other, grayer face to these mod- 
ern Argonauts. Visions of success 
are realized only in part and the story 
ends on an inquiring, thought-provok- 
ing note. 

To write an appreciation of Priest- 
ley's brilliant, sympathetically humor- 
ous style would require a book in it- 
self. Few authors understand so well 
the art of striking off a portrait with 
a few deft touches. The scope of the 
story's background affords Priestley 
many such opportunities. Flaubert's 
advice to Maupassant — "You may 
write about a cab-horse if you make 
it different from all the other cab- 
horses that have ever lived" — might 
have been uttered by Priestley, for he 
follows it in describing both charac- 
ters and scenery. 

J. B. Priestley would like always 
to be on the road with "The Good 
Companions," always to be voyaging 
for Faraway, except for his belief 
that everj^ dream has its awakening. 
He asks himself: Why the dream; 
why the awakening? The senseless 
chatter of life gives him no reason to 
believe in human progress or an ex- 
istence after death. It is not for us 
to quarrel with Priestley's outlook. 
He may be closer to life, with its 
quests and disappointments, than 
other more consistent writers.

Shorter days! 

Cooler nights. 

Through all the long midsummer day 
The meadow sides are sweet with hay. 
I seek the coolest sheltered seat, 
Just where the field and forest meet.

Fortunate are they who have a for- 
est or woodland to provide the shel- 
tered seat. Which goes to prove that 
all outdoors does not mean full sun- 
shine — at least as far as gardens are 
concerned. The gay and beautiful 
pattern of a formal garden is a feast 
t'ur the eyes in summer — if it may 
1)0 viewed fx'om the house, from a 
sliaded terrace or porch, or from a 
spot on the edge of the garden, where 
one may rest; far from the madden- 
ing crowd, out of the heat of the 
summer sun, where the sight and 
sound of water may be seen and heard 
— and where the song and splashing 
of birds complete the picture. The 
j fragrance of garden flowers may be 
I added — perhaps milady's slippers will 
I bruise the thyme along a stone path 
I — or around the corner there has 
j been planted flowering tobacco or 
night-blooming stocks. The moist air 
i of evening carries fragrance much bet- 
I ter than the drj'' air of sunny hours. 
j And a garden should be enjoyed in 
j evening, when there is time to ap- 
I predate it. 
I >■ 

1 It has been said that the time to 
I prune is when the 'saw is sharp. In 
i looking around at the many shrubs, 
j climbing roses and trees that have 
I never been pruned, it would seem that 
some had better been pruned at the 
I wrong time than never to have been 
; cleaned at all. Decidutus shrubs, 
I those that drop their leaves in winter, 
make new growth — from the ground 
I — every year. Question: — What hap- 
pens to the old wood? On unpruned 
shrubs it remains and the plant tries 
to make new growth on top of old, 
which means that the plant has so 
many stems, new and old, that it be- 
comes a thicket of woody stems; the 
few and poor flowers are out of reach 
and the bare stems below are un- 
sightly. The same shrub, carefully 
lu'uned, will have the old wood re- 
moved, as it has done it*s bit; new 
stems will grow from the base — these 
stems will be foliaged to the ground 
and will flower well in proper sea- 
son. The shrub will be shapely, full 
flowered and a thing of beauty. Old 
stems are harboring places for scale 
insects and borers and gathering 
places for leaves, slugs and insects. 
The important consideration is to 
prune shrubs after they have flowered 
— in order to give the maximum time 



in which to develop new growth for 
the coming season. Pruning the tips 
of stems only removes the flower buds 
of the coming season and removes 
live wood instead' of dead wood. Any 
time when the plant is not in active 
growth is a good time to prune. Any 
time is a bad time to "trim" shrubs. 
All that has been said about shrubs 
may be applied to bush or climbing 
roses, as these are, after all, decidu- 
ous shrubs. 

Hibiscus in flower. Also called 
marshmallow and rosemallow. They 
look like shrubs, five to six feet tall, 
but are realy hardy herbaceous pe- 
rennial plants. The choice color is 
the mallow-pink, a light rose color 
with a faint flush of salmon. Also 
offered in white or bright red. This 
is one of the families that Japansee 
beetles have a fondness for, but they 
seem easily discouraged from the mal- 
lows. If you like big, pink flowers, 
ten inches in diameter, and have a 
place in fair sun and soil that does 
not dry out, you may enjoy hibiscus. 
To be planted in spring. Also easily 
raised from seed of the separate 
colors. 

Inspect the evergreen azaleas for 
lace wing fly and spray the under- 
leaves with a contact insecticide. Eith- 
er pyrethrum-rotenone-soap, pyreth- 
rum-soap or nicotine-soap, whichever 
is convenient. As to spraying — don't 
put it off — put it on.
